DETAILED ACTION 

The following office action is in response to the amendment filed on May 19, 2009. Claims 5-12, 
18-22, 29-53 and 59-63 are pending. Claims 5, 10, 18, 29 and 34 have been amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 5-12, 18-22, 29-53 and 59-63 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent claims 5, 10, 18, 29 and 34, the prior art of record do not 
teach a voltage changer connected to receive the correction signal and an output of the EL 
driving power source, and configured to produce an output potential that varies based on the 
correction signal and where the output potential of the voltage changer is electrically connected 
to the second electrode of the EL element via a switch. 

With respect to dependent claims 6-9, 11, 12, 19-22, 30-33, 35-53, 59-63 are allowed as 
they depend upon the allowed independent claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
